WHO IS HOLDING IT DOWN? 

Canadian corporations, municipalities, provinces, 
anf the Dominion Government, among them have 
payments amounting to $266,000000 due this year 
in New York funds.

It is estimuted by competent 
authorities, brokers and bankers, that half these 
bonds payable in United States currency are really

Sixty millions of the total named represents a 
short term loan placed there last year by the 
Dominion Government, which will undoubtedly be 
extended when it falls due in October. 


The Canadian holders of these bonds, payable 


in New York funds, are of course collecting the 
premium demanded there on Canadian money. 
They do not send the bonds to New York and 
collect there. They simply apply to their local 
bank in Canada, and are paid the amount they 
would be paid if they lived in the United States, 
less banking charges. 

The higher the premium the better for them, 
and the worse for the Canadian debtor and tax- 
payer who have to do the paying. The bond- 
holders in Canada stand to gain just as much as 
the holders in the United States if the dollar is 
kept down. If it were to rise to par that would 
be something in the nature of a catastrophe from 
their point of view. 

It has even been suggested that to pay Canadian 
holders of such bonds at pat, dollar for dollar in 
Canadian funds, would be “robbery.” For what- 
ever reason, no moral turpitude or lack of loyalty 
seems to be supposed to attach to the process of 
collecting from Canadian taxpayers twelve, thirteen 
or seventeen per cent premium in Canadian funds 
on these Canadian bonds held by Canadians. 

That these Canadian-held bonds must operate 
to depress the price of the Canadian dollar in New 
York is obvious. Since the holders stand to gain 
if and as the dollar is kept down, and since it is ap- 
parently being kept down by somebody, the question 
naturally enough arisés: are Canadian interests 
which hold these “U.S. funds” bonds manipulating 
an exchange “racket” to prevent the Canadian 
dollar climbing in New York as fast as it should 
climb?

On this date, in 1813, there took 
place off the coast of Massachus- 
etts the famous battle between 
HM.S. Shannon and the United 
States frigate Chesapeake. It was 
a distinct triumph for the Royal 
Navy and the more pleasing be- 
causé it marked the turning point 
in the naval warfare.

Health and Diet Advice

THOROUGH COOKING OF MEAT PROTECTS || 


AGAINST TAPEWORM 

A young lady writes me that she has a tape- 
worm which she feels crawling up her throat. 
This last statement shows that she does not have a 
true tapeworm as the adult form of this worm is 
found in the intestine and would not be likely to 
be near the throat. 

The tapeworm belongs to that tribe which does 
not earn its own living; while in the intestine of 
man it secures food by soaking up liquid nourish- 
ment. It has no mouth but takes up fodd through 
its entire surface. It is usually made up of many 
small pieces or segments, which are smallest to- 
ward the head and largest toward the other end. 
A tapeworm may reach the extraordinary length of 
15 to 20 feet. The part nearest the neck forms new 
segments so that the length of the worm increases. 
The segments at the end away from the head con- 
tains ripe eggs and after these segments break 
away they pass out of the body. The whole worm 
is flat and probably the name tapeworm was given 
it on account of its appearance. 

The tapeworm goes through several stages before 
infesting man and it requires an animal to act as a 
“go-between.” The worm lives in the larval stage 
in the muscles of these animals and it has been 
proved that pigs, cattle, fish, wild bears and even 
dogs may be tapeworm carriers. After the animal is 
eaten as food the larvae reach the intestine and 
become adult worms. For this reason beef and 
park may be the means of introducing the tape- 
worm in the human intestine. When present in 
bears and dogs near lakes, the eggs may reach the 
lake water, then infest fish, and if the fish arc 
eaten by man, he may develop tapeworms. 

Thorough cooking of any meat used for food 
will protect the person who eats it from any pos- 
sible danger. If you will remember this rule and 
will thoroughly cook all meat, you will be safe 
from tapeworm. 

Many times a tapeworm may be present without 
causing any symptoms and it is probably not a 
serious trouble. If any symptoms appear they may 
include, a large appetite, nausea, digestive pains, 
losing of weight and sometimes, anemia. Generally 
the patient discovers the complaint by finding 


Tapeworms affect both children and adults. I 
doubt if they are as common as they used to be. 
At one time almost every child received a dose of 
worm medicine now and then, just to be on the safe 
side. The rumor that some reducing preparations 
contain tapeworm eggs is absurd under the present 
day supervision of the pure food and drug act. 

The usual treatment is to cleanse the alimentary 
canal by means of a fasting diet for a few days, 
using é¢nemas. Early in the morning of the fourth 
day the patient is given a substance repugnant to 
the worm which assists in causing it to relinquish 
its hold. Pumpkin seeds and extract of male fern 
are two substances commonly used. Then an 
enema is taken a few hours later and the worm 
leaves the body. It is important to make sure that 
the head is passed, as, if the head remains it will 
form new segments and the treatment must be 
taken again. 

Treatment for children is milder thah for adults. 
A typical child's case would receive a treatment 
similar to the following: Use an acid fruit fast for 
five days. The child is allowed to use all the acid , 
fruits desired, using apples, cherries, grapes or | 
oranges. Each day of the fast an enema is taken. 
Very often this is all that is needed to rid the child 
of the worm. Sometimes children are given 
pumpkin seeds as a worm remedy, using 3 ounces 
of the macerated seeds after & 3-day fast. A few 
hours later an enema is given and this should cause 
the expulsion of the worm.
